14. (Currently Amended) An elongated light according to claim 1 1 wherein the slit in 
the elongated member is normally at least partially open when die at least part of the elongated 
member is not received bv the slot so that tho olnngnt ft H light o nnrnn mny incrf > rt f f1 into tho 
eawity, and wherein the elongated member must be at least partially elastically deforaied or bent 
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to close the slit when tfie at least part of the don&ated member is received bv the slot .

16. (Original) An elongated li^t according to claim 1 1 \rtiercin at least part of 
the cavity is defined by an at least semi-transparent material that extends torn the cavity to an 
outer surface of the elongated member. 

1 7. (Original) An elongated light according to claim 1 1 wherein the elongated 
light source is an Electro-Luminescent wire. 

1 8. (Original) An elongated Ught according to claim 1 1 wherein the elongated 
light source is a Linear Emitting Fiber.

an electro-luminescent wire; 

an elongated member having a length with a cavity, the cavity extending along at least 
part of the length of the elongated member and being adapted for receiving the electro- 
luminescent wire; and 

an elongated slit or opening that extends along at least part of die cavity, the elongated sHt 
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or opening extending into the cavity through the elongated mraiber; 

an elongated carrier, the elongated carrier having a slot for receiving at least part of the 
elongated member, wherein the elongated slit or opening faces the elongated carrier when the at 
least part of the elongated member is received by the slot. 

20. (Original) An elongated Ught according to claim 1 9 wherein at least part of 
the cavity is defined by an at least semi-transparent material that extends from the cavity to an 
outer surface of the elongated member.

least part of the cavity is defmed by an at least semi-transparent material that extends fiom the 
cavity to an outer sxurface of the elongated member on the viewing side of the elongated light, and 
at least part of the elongated member includes a non-transparent material between the cavity and 
an outer surface of the elongated member also on the viewing side of the elongated light . 
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24. (Currently Amended) An elongated light for receiving an elongated light source» 
comprising: 

an elongated member having a cavity for receiving the elongated light source and an 
elongated slit with a length that extends into the cavity through the elongated member^ the 
elongated slit being defined by two slit defining surfaces wherein at least part of t he two slit 
defining surfaces are touching one another over a maioritv of the length of the slit: and 

wherein at least part of the cavity is defined by an at lea^t semi-tiansparrat material that 
extends from the cavity to an outer surface of the elongated member, and at least part of the 
elongated member includes a non-transparent material between the cavity and an outer surface of 
the elongated member.
